. Cotommes, Ky., via Catro, March 4, 

At 10 o'clock this morning the ‘7th, 524 and 
Lilinois regiments beoisted the stars and 
stripes over the rebel fortifications at Co- 
luo. bus, 

The gunboats Cincianati, (flag ship) Louis- 
ville, Carondolet, St. Louls and Lexington ; 
four mortar boats in tow of the steamer Lake 
Erie, and the 27th Illinois, Gel. Buford ; 52d 
Illinois, Col. Roberts, and 55th Tilincis, Major 
Sanger, acting Colonel, upon the transports 
Aleck Scott, Iilinols, Magill,and Ikc Hamamit, 
left Cairo this morning, at four o'clock, for 
Columbus. The fleet arrived at Locas Bend, 
about two miles above Columbus, at six 
o’ clock, and was drawn up tn line of battle. 
The drums beat to quarters and the guns were 
manned ready for action. Twotugs were sent 
in advance reconnoitering, but failed to pro- 
vokea shot from the enemy. Everything 
abont the works was quiet. Glasses revealed 
stragglers ow the bluff and about the water 
baiterics, and ip a few moments a flag was 
raised, but tts character could not be made 
ont. The ficet gradually neared the town and 
laid in the stream off the Belmont batile-Oc1d, 
while scouts were sent out upon tags towards 
the rebel works. 

The tags approached cantiously until withia 
a «uarter of a mile of the battertes, found the 


works deserted, and both set off at the top of 


their «peed for tbe bonor of landing first. 

The scouts rushed on the double-yuich to 
the top of the bluff, and unfurled the Stars 
and Stripes, saluted by the crews of the gun- 
bodta, as they steamed up to the town. 

The transports landed their troops, and 
Celumbus was in our possession. 

The works were entirely deserted, and the 


ordnance fell iato our hands. Many of their 
cappnon were threwra into the river—aix thirty- 
two pounders, some howitzers, and an almost 
imaumerable quantity of grape, canister, «hel! 
and round shots, were found Im the batteries. 


The fortifications are very extensive and its 


nataral position almost impregnabie. 

Columbus ia] completely deseried. Every 
bailding was thoroughly ransacked and con- 
tents destroyed by the rebels. The rebels com- 
menced leaving ou Thareday last and dnished 
yesterday. The largest number cver there 
was thirty-seven thousand. Beauregard was 
not there. 

It is believed when the river falis all their 
guas will be found. The land forces, mortar 
boats and gunboat 8t Loals remain in pos- 
session of the town. 

The balance of the boats returned to Cairo 


Secretary Welles to-day recelved a dispatch 
dated Columbus, March 4, saying Columbus 
is in our posession. Binee our reeouncissaace 
of the 2d Inet., the enemy evacuated in haste, 
leaving quite a aymber of the guas, ammunk 
tion. &c., and « large quantity of shot.
